An awful cyclone struck the region 


of St. Paul, Minn., Sunday afternoon 
and it is thought that about forty lives 
have been lost. It is reported that 
from eleven to twenty-five were killed 
at Coleman Lake, twenty to thirty at 
Little Canada, two or more at Lake 
Joanna, and several at Bass Lake. It 
is said the cyclone was confined to a 
district only three and a half miles 
long, and that the worst damage was 
within a limit of a half mile. Great 
damage to property is reported. 


A terriffic cyclone prevailed at Mus- 


cat, Arabia, and in the adjacent coun- 
try last Wednesday. Great damage 
was done in the city and surrounding 
country, many houses being demolish- 
ed- The loss of life was appalling. 
Reports thus far received show that 
over 700 persons were killed. 


Muscat is the chief city of Oman*

It being thought advisable to 
have some American war vessels near 
at hand, orders were last week issued 
for the United States steamers Eanger 
and Thetis, now at San Francisco, to 
proceed at once to the west coast of 
Central America. These vessels will 
not be expected to interfere in the 
troubles between the two countries ex- 
cept so far as may be necessary for the 
protection of American interests and 
to afford a place of refuge to American 
subjects in case it should be required.

AS A SCICXCE- 


There is no nrocess of cooking 


requires so much care and is so often 
neglected as boiiinjr. This is the moss 
extravagant method of cooking any nieai 
if the ivater in which the meat is cooiced 
is noi; utilized as stock. In the-neeessity 
of the case no meat- can be boiled -with- 
out losing some of its nourishing quali- 
ties and enriching the water in -which, ic 
is cooked. The French process of brais- 
intj, bv means of -which nieac is closely 
covered and slowly boiled in a stoc*c 
•svliich becomes gradually absorbed by the 
meat, is the only one by -which, the meac 
does not suffer actual loss. All meat ia 
boiling should be merely simmered. 
There should be a slight ebullition at the 
edge of the pot, nothing more. This 
ebullition should be kept up steadily till 
the meat is tender and no longer, as 
nothing is more injurious to any boiled 
dish than to allow the boiling to stop or 
cook it- after it is done. There is a dif- 
ference of opinion as to the method of 
coolcinsc salt meats. 
Some excellent 


cooks plunge such meats Into clear cold 
•water, and bring the ^vater gradually to 
the boiling point, while others believe 
they obtain the best effects by cooking 
them in boiling -water. In either case, after 
the meat begins to boll, it should merely 
simmer. 
There are also two methods 


of cooking fish. One is to plunge the 
ash" from cold -water Into boiling salted 
-water, and let it. slowly simmer till done. 
The better method is to put a perfectly 
fresh fish over the fire In cold water, 
bring it slowly to the boiling point and 
let it remain at this point nil done.—

TAnVING A TL'niOSr.

Q"'hough this is an easy way for 
the iiarver, it has tho drawback of allow- 
ing all the natural gravy to escapi) and to 
leave the most delicate juorsels clinging 
to the carcass.

TiOITiTNG AS A SCIKKCIS. 


There is no process of cooking whio 
requires so much care and is so often 
neglected as boiling. 
This is the most 
extravagant method of cooking any meat 
if the water in Avhich the meat is cooked 
is not utilized as stock, 
lu thcnecessity 
of the case no meat can be boiled with- 
out losing some of its uourishiug quali- 
ties and enriching the water in which it 
is cooked. 
The French process of brais- 
ing, by means of which meat is closcly 
covered and slowly boiled in a stoc/c 
which becomes gradually absorbed by tho 
meat, is the only one by which the meat 
does not suffer actual loss. 
All meat in 
boiling 
should 
be 
merely simmered. 
There should be a slight ebullition at the 
edge of the pot, nothing more. 
This 
ebullition should be kept up steadily till 
the meat Is tender and no longer, as 
nothing is more injurious to any boiled 
dish tlian to allow the boiling to stop or 
cook it after it is done. 
There is a dif- 
ference of opinion as to the method of

salt 
meats. 
Some 
excellent 
cooks plunge such meats iuto clear cold 
water, and bring the water gradually to 
the boiling point, while others believe 
they obtain the best etlects by cooking 
them in boiling water.

Jiow it sbaii be done. Learning to but- 
ton his shirl up in front is the work of

his own room- 


In the symnasiam the would-be athlete 


coannes himself to dumbbell exercises, 
swinging the clubs and -work on the bars, 
pulleys and swing.

As I have explained before, there must 


be a. certain amount of education, before 
a blind child can enjoy indoor sports. 
The first step in this training is learning 
to read and write. 


Superintendent TTait says that whil» 


the old alphabst was in use not more than 
one person out of tea could read without 
great difficulty. This state of aSairs led 
to the creation of the present point al- 
phabet. The letters are made of points, 
and a page of a book does not look un- 
like a page written in the Morse tele- 
graphic alphabet. 


This alphabet is very easily learned and

gers, and the writine is as plain to him 
as print is to us. With a little practice 
the blind become wonderfully expert, 
not onlv in reading but writing, and a 
bright srudent e^tii make nores of a lee- I 
turw with his machine almost :is raridly 
as a reporter <xa with his pencil.

the same way that seeing persons are ac- 
customcd to play them, and barring the 
accidental knocks the players get they are 
highly enjoyed. 


The girls find pleasure in walking 
around their yard and talking and in 
«ikinninirthe rope and playing tajr. How- 
ever, in this yard the spurts arc gentler 
and knocks and bruises are the exception 
and not the rule. 


The older boys take their exercise in 
v/alking or in the gymnasium. 
You 
would be surprised to know how wonder- 
fully well some blind persons can pilot 
themselves around this busy town. There 
are students in this institution who walic 
for miles around the city, board street 
cars, cross crowded streets, ride on the 
elevated roads and ferries and even 
make short journeys into the country al- 
most as well as if they were gifted with 
eyesight. 


One of the former students goes every 
day from New Jersey, where he lives, to 
Harlem and also to Columbia College on 
foot and without a guide, and sometimes 
when he has time he walks down, town 
on the crowded West Side with no more 
fear of accident than he would have in 
his own room. 


In the gymnasium the would-be athlete 
confines himself to dumbbell exercises, 
swinging the clubs and work on the bars, 
pulleys and swing. 
He can never box or 
fence, of course, but he frequently be- 
comes an expert wrestler. 


As I have explained before, there must 
be a certain amount of education before 
a blind child can enjoy indoor sports. 
The jirst step in this training is learning 
to read and write. 


Superintendent Wait says that whila 
the old alphabat was in use not more than 
one person out of ten could read without 
great difiiculty. 
This state of ailairs led 
to the creation of the present point al- 
phabet.
